DE LONG'S BODY. 


The New York Herald says that 
metallic burial caskets will be imme- 
diately sent to Russia for the trans- 
portation of the bodies of the Jean- 
nette’s dead to this country. An offi- 
cer of the Metallic Case Company said, 
on receiving the order: We propose 
that the bodies be taken as they now 
are (frozen), and wrapped in felt and 
packed in cork-dust in the metallic 
caskets and permanently sealed. Then 
wrap the casket in felt and then pack 
the box in cork-dust; also cover the 
box with felt. We believe the caloric 
from the outer air cannot penetrate to 
the frozen body, and if it did by long 
expostre so penetrate, that the bodies 
would not to any great extent be 
affected, by reason of their being in 
perfectly air-tight receptacles, where 
no moisture could be eyolved to aid 
the thawing process; and they must, 
of course, remainin this frozen state 
for an indefinite period. 

“ The proposition to take the bodies 
to St. Petersburg and thaw and then 
embalm them cannot but result unfa- 
vorably. We believe that the process 
of thawing the bodies will of itself 
commence and hasten decomposition, 
which cannot be arrested by any em- 
balming process. The process of em- 
balming, under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, has proven ineffective, as 
in the case of President Lincoln, who 
had to be removed to an air-tight me- 
tallic casket, and more recently the 
whole nation was shocked and grieved 
at the result in President Garfield’s 
case, and only found relief when the 
remains were taken from the wooden 
receptacle, and, embalming being ig- 
nored, placed in the bronze casket.” 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Thirty-four Republicans of Che- 
mung county, New York, have united 
in signing an address, worthy of being 
copied everywhere, in which they 
“earnestly request every Republican 
in the county, regardless of his prefer- 
ences, to take pains to ascertain where 
the caucus in his town or ward is to be 
held, and to attend the same; and see 
that the caucuses are honestly and 

fairly conducted, and that only Re- 
publicans vote.” 


A resident of Lexington, Ky., being 
importuned te subscribe for one of 
the daily papers of that city, consented 
to take it if the publishers would send 
him the sheet blank. They agreed, 
and it goes to him regularly unprinted. 
He carefully keeps it on file, and pays 
for it with punctilious exactoess. Per- 
sons importuned to subscribe for Dem- 
ocratic papers elsewhere may find a 

useful hint here.

Railroad Complications. 

| Cuicaco, August 23. 
The statement is made here that 
‘trouble is brewing between the Chica- 
go and Omaha road as the result of 
opening the Council Bluffs line of St. 
Paul road. The other four lines be- 
tween Chicago and Omaha pool their 
traffic. It was expected that the St. 
Paul would ask to come in, but it has 


not yet done so; meantime it is run- 
ning daily through live-stock trains 
eastward. It is said the pool lines 
have discovered that this line is get- 
ting the lion's share of the business 
from the live-stock trains of the Union 
Pacific road. It is now called 
to- mind that statement about 
the time of opening the new line, that 
the U. P. Co. had contracted to de- 
liver all its live-stock traffic to the 
new line, and it is said the poolers 
have reason to believe that a contract 
for this traffic for the entire season has 
been made between the two compan- 
ies. On the other hand it is stated 
that the concentration of traffic on the 
new line is a protest from the shippers, 
who are opposed to the pooling ar- 
rangement. If this state of affairs 
continues a break in rates is inevita- 
ble, and with a break in live-stock, 
grain rates must follow, and war will 
be the result. Agents have been sent 
to point out the trouble and to exam- 
ine and report. It is believed the 
present state of affairs cannot be main- 
tained many days. 


The National Prohibitionists. 
CHIOAdO, August 23. 
The National Prohibitionists Con- 
vention met in Farwell Hall this 
morning at 10 ook. Some 300 del- 
egates were present. Some States 
were represented very largely, and 
some of the more distant ones not 
at all. Gideon Stewart of Ohio,
